The  re-housing  of  families  from  unfit  dwellings  continues 
together  v/ith  applicants  from  the  ordinary  lists  in  cases  of 
hardship,  illness  and  overcrowding. 

Tenants  are  selected  with  the  assistance  of  a Points  Scheme 
adopted  by  the  Council  so  as  to  allocate  houses  to  families  in  the 
greatest  need,  conditions  of  existing  accommodation,  overcrowding 
and  health  circumstances,  all  rating  for  "points  award"# 

When  Council  houses  are  allocated  to  applicants  their  old 
houses  are  inspected  with  a view  to  their  future  use  being  considered. 
These  houses,  if  they  are  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  cannot  be 
repaired  at  reasonable  expense  are  then  covered  by  a Demolition 
Order  or  Closing  Order#

sanitary  CI5CUMSTANCSS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WATER. 

The  South— ^st  Breconshire  Water  Board  are  responsible  for  the 
public  water  supplies  in  this  Council's  area. 

The  Council's  area  has  a piped  v;ater  supply  to  all  centres  of 
population  served  mainly  from  local  springs  harnessed  to  small  local 
reservoirs.  Tlie  supplies  to  Llangenny,  Glangrwyney,  Crickhowell 
(part),  Gilwern  (part)  and  Blackrock  are  chlorinated,  Hiese  are 
now  sampled  regularly  by  the  %ter  Board,  but,  as  in  the  past, 
bacteriological  results  vary  considerably  due  to  the  catchment 
areas  frequently  being  unfencod  agricultural  ground.  However, 
the  Water  Board  have  nov;  commenced  their  comprehensive  scheme 
to  harness  their  three  main  sources  to  a large  grid  distribution 
system  that  will  supply  an  adequate  and  pure  water  to  all  areas, 
and  so  dispense  with  the  present  local  springs  which  can  be  doubtful 
and  poor  in  yield,

In  spite  of  farm  surveys,  and  the  offer  of  treatment 
under  Contract,  the  response  has  been  poor  and  only  ten  farms 
v/ere  continually  under  contract* 

Contracts  have  also  been  signed  for  Cwrt-y-Gollen  Military 
Camp,  Tymava  School,  f^nav/r  School  Farm  and  ELvicta  Handtools 
■“^actory. 


DRAINAGE  .-.ND  SEw'ERAGE. 

The  three  public  sewerage  systems  and  the  nine  housing 
estate  sy..  terns  have  operated  satisfactorily  and  there  have  been 
no  major  breakdowns  or  extensive  repairs. 

Routine  sampling  of  sewage  works  effluents  by  the  Usk 
River  Authority  has  only  revealed  unsatisfactory  results  at  those 
Works  which  are  overloaded  and  all  these  vjill  become  obsolete 
when  the  proposed  schemes  are  completed. 

As  reported  last  year  the  Crickhowell  Sewage  Works  effluent 
indicates  that  these  Works  are  operating  at  full  capacity,  and 
consideration  must  now  been  given  to  an  extension  to  accommodate 
future  housing  development. 

The  Clydach  Sewerage  System,  v/hich  includes  the  doubling 
of  the  Aberbaiden  Sewage  Works,  has  piogressed  veryiiell,  and  the 
Summer  of  1966  should  see  this  sjstem  in  operation. 

The  Bv;lch  and  Llangynidr  Scheme  has  now  progresed  to  the 
point  of  agreement  of  the  proposed  system  v/ith  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government,  the  County  Planning  Officer  and  this  Council. 

The  scheme  finally  agreed  upon  v;as  for  a combined  sev/erage  works 
on  the  Bwlch  side  of  the  River  Usk,  some  considerable  distance  from 
the  river,  with  the  Llangynidr  sewage  passing  under  the  river  and 
being  pumped  to  the  Works  by  a pump  house  sited  on  the  south  bank 
of  the  river. 
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Youj!  Consulting  Engineers  are  drawing  up 
details  of  the  Tretower  Village  Sewerage  System* 

SEw'/iGE  TR'C^'i'S'ENT  PLANTS, 


Segulai!  maintenance  and  sludge  removal,  by  pumping  with 
the  Uickham  Towed  Diesel  Pump,  has  been  carried  out  at  thr  treatment 
plants  situated  at  the  following  Housing  Estates 

Penallt,  Penllwyn,  Etxnycoed  (3  tr?iks) , St*  Michael's  Close 

Groesffordd,  Gle.sfryn  terrace  and  also  the  Village 

of  Llanbedr* 

The  treatment  plants  at  Glangriiryney  and  Llangenny  are 
pumped  out  and  the  sludge  taken  away  by  Contractors'  Thnker  at 
three  moniily  intervals*  This  was  arranged  to  prevant  smell 
nuisance  to  occupiers  of  houses  in  the  locality. 

Ifeily  mainte::iance  has  been  given  to  the  two  larger 
public  sewage  works  at  Crickhowell  and  Gilwern,  and  to  the  eleven 
electrically  operated  sewage  pumps  in  the  area. 

The  pumps  have  been  given  regular  inspection  by  the 
Insurance  Company  Inspectors  and  their  reports  have  been 
satisfactory. 

PUBLIC  CIEi.NSING  - REFUSE  COLLECTION  xiND  DISPOS^iL. 

The  general  scavenging  of  th  area  has  operated 
satisfactorily  with  the  lorry  travelling  some,  7,000  miles 
and  carrying  away  12,500  yards  of  refuse  to  the  tips  at 
Crickhowell  and  Gilv/ern* 

The  Shelvoke  and  Drewry,  fore  and  aft  tipper,  20 
cubic  yard  refuse  collection  vehicle  is  nov/  in  the  second 
year  of  operation.  It  has  proved  to  be  a great  success 
in  cutting  down  dust  during  loading,  gieater  carrying  capacity 
and  redu.fition  in  mileage.  Minor  faults  have  occurred 
but  these  have  been  rectified  immediately  by  the  Manufacturers 
under  guarantee. 

The  v/hole  of  the  scavenging  area  is  now  collected 
on  a once  per  week  system,  with  cafes,  hotels,  fish  shops, 
etc- 5 being  collected  twice  per  week  if  the  premises  are 
conveniently  situated  for  this  collection.  The  average 
daily  collection  being  about  500  premises. 

The  regular  treatment  of  the  tip  faces  with  an 
insecticide  powder,  applied  by  a "blower",  continues  to  give 
an  efoellent  result  in  the  reduction  of  any  fly  or  wasp  nuisance. 

Continuous  control  of  rat  infestation  is  carried  out 
at  both  Tips, 
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The  1965  ^^nti-Litter  Campaign  was  again  supported 
by  the  Council  by  the  display  and  issue  of  anti-litter  posters 
to  shops,  hotels,  and  schools,  and  th"  stationing  of  more  litter 
baskets  and  bins  in  the  area„
